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NEW REGIONAL 
LIBRARY HEADQUARTERS 
OPEN AT BARRHEAD 


More than seventy people from Barr¬ 
head County and neighbouring commun¬ 
ities gathered in Barrhead on Wednes¬ 
day, September 4th to attend the official 
opening ceremony of the new headquar¬ 
ters of the Barrhead Regional Library. 

The ceremony itself was performed by 
Dr. Hugh Horner of Barrhead, Member 
of Parliament for the Jasper-Edson con¬ 
stituency. Dr. Horner expressed his 
pleasure at being able to attend the 
opening, and spoke on the continuing 
value of good literature and the neces¬ 
sity of its provision for everyone wher¬ 
ever they may live. He felt that the new 
building was a mark of the progress 
being made by the library and that the 
new facilities would enable it to give 
more and better service to the people 
of the county in the years ahead. 

Mr. Charles Rossman, Chairman of 
the Regional Library Board introduced 
Mr. R. D. Jorgenson, M.L.A. for Pem¬ 
bina constituency which includes Barr¬ 
head County, and the Provincial Super¬ 
visor of Public Libraries. 

The building is a small school made 
available by the Barrhead County Coun¬ 
cil and adapted for use as a library at 
a cost of approximately $4,500. More 
than 2,200 square feet of space is avail¬ 
able for separate adult and children’s 
departments and work space for the cus¬ 
todian and his assistant. 

Mr. William Sutherland, the regional 
library custodian is obviously pleased 
with his new home. A pioneer in devel¬ 
oping this library system, Mr. Sutherland 
has also been the custodian for the past 
twelve years. All this time has been 
spent working in an old one-room school 
which has now, thankfully, vanished 
from the site. It was for much of this

During the past six months the Arts 
and Crafts Division, Recreation and Cul¬ 
tural Development |Branch, has been 
assembling 35mm slide exhibitions in 
connection with the arts and crafts. Most 
of the exhibitions have been selected 
in answer to various requests from 
across the province for the opportun¬ 
ity to 

view the work of other craftsmen 
see new approaches in various fields 
exchange ideas and compare 
receive visual aid in connection with 
design and other problems 

For some, especially those who have 
never participated in crafts, this will be 
the opportunity to see what is involved 
in the making of ceramics, or batik, etc. 

Some of the exhibitions are inven¬ 
tories of what is being done in the dif¬ 
ferent fields. Other slide collections 
cover past craft exhibitions, while still 
others give the step by step procedure 
of how some of the crafts are done. 

It is the hope of the Arts and Crafts 
Division to add yearly further exhibi¬ 
tions of slides to cover new crafts, new 
approaches and to help those with prob¬ 
lems of any nature whatsoever. 

The exhibitions which are now being 
presented to the province will be listed 
in catalogue form. Catalogues will be 
sent out to various centres and organ¬ 
izations by the first of October. There 
is no rental charge in connection with 
requesting any of these exhibitions. 
However, those applying for them are 
expected to pay the registration and 
postage in returning them to the Arts 
and Crafts Division. 

Each exhibition will be accompanied 
by a “write-up’ or explanation, giving de¬ 
tails and information about each slide. 

The exhibitions are not to replace 
courses, etc., which are now available in 
the province, but, instead, are merely 
designed to supplement or aid those ser¬ 
vices already available.

SIR TYRONE GUTHRIE 
WELL RECEIVED AT 
OLDS DRAMA SEMINAR 

With the largest enrolment of its 
four-year history, the Olds Drama Sem¬ 
inar is reported to also have experienced 
its most successful year. Students were 
enrolled from twenty-five Alberta com¬ 
munities as well as from areas in Sas¬ 
katchewan and British Columbia.
